A GARDEN HINT 


How to Make and Set Out Flower C ut­ 
ting* For Spring. 
Guttings from many plants growing 
in the window garden will toot readily 
at tliis season, and In conservatories 
and greenhouses cuttings should he 
made freely now. 
G lian. sharp sand is the host f<»c root­ 
ing ■ uitiiig'. generally, though gera­ 
nium cuttings can he made and potted 
up hi thumb pots. 
The cuttings should 
he made just helovv u hud. trimming 
off all tiie foliage except a leaf or two 
at the top of the cutting, and the top 
half or these leaves may be flipped off. 
Be « ; refill t > have the sand firm about 
the base of the cutting, setting ll half 
Its length below the surface. 
Water 
thoroughly and shade from the sun, not 
allowing the soil to become dry.
